
ACLU: Federal agenc ies setting Trap' to deport immigrants

BOSTON (AP) — Federal im¬ 
migration agencies have 
launched a coordinated 
campaign to arrest and 
deport immigrants seeking 
to become legal U.S. resi¬ 
dents through marriage, 
according to documents 
released this week in a 
class-action lawsuit filed by 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union. 

Ihe documents, which in¬ 
clude depositions and cor¬ 
respondence from federal 
officials, show the extent to 
which officials for the U.S. 

Citizenship and Immigra¬ 
tion Services have been 
coordinating with their 
counterparts at Immigra¬ 
tion and Customs Enforce¬ 
ment to facilitate arrests at 
citizenship offices in New 
Eng la nd.

WASHINGTON (AP) — De¬ 
fense Secretary Jim Mattis 1 
public affairs chief is being 
investigated by the depart¬ 
ment's inspector general 
after allegations that she 
misused her authority and 
used her staff for personal 
business, U.S. officials said 
Tuesday. 

The Pentagon issued a 
statement acknowledging 
there isan "ongoing review" 
of Dana W. White, but had 
no othercomment. 

The officials, who request¬ 
ed anonymity to discuss 
details of the investigation, 
said that White is alleged 
to have routinely used her 
personal staff to run er¬ 
rands, get herlaundry, pick 
up lunch, and help with 
other appointments. Ihey 
said she had a staff mem- 
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nel in rank — in the last 16 
months 

The use of staff for persona I 
tasks is prohibited. At least 
two formeremployeesfiled 
complaints with the inspec¬ 
tor general within recent 
months, but others have 
been interviewed in con¬ 
nection with the cases. 
White, who is traveling in 
South America with Mat¬ 
tis, declined to comment. 
Bruce Anderson, spokes¬ 
man for the IG, said 'the 
DoD Office of Inspector 
General does not gene rally 
acknowledge or deny the 
existence of an investiga¬ 
tion." 


The investigation was first 
reported byCNN. 

White has worked as Mat¬ 
hs' assistant defense secre¬ 
tary for public affairs since 
April 2017. Prior to that she 
worked as strategic com¬ 
munications director for 
the Renault-Nissan Alliance 
in Parisand wasan adviser 
on the 2008 presidential 
campaign of Sen. John 
McCain, R-Ariz. 

The IG will conduct the in¬ 
vestigation and, if the alle¬ 
gations are substantiated 
will release the report pub¬ 
licly. If the allegationsaren't 
substantiated the reports 
are usually not released.□

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Environmental Protection 
Agency privately chal¬ 
lenged the Trump ad¬ 
ministration's rationale for 
freezing Obama-era mile¬ 
age standards, saying 
the proposal would actu¬ 
ally increase U.S. highway 
deaths. 

In announcing the mileage 
proposal earlierthis month, 
officials with the EPA and 
Department of Transporta¬ 
tion contended the mile¬ 
age freeze would save 
about 1,000 lives a year. 
But in a J une email, senior 
EPA staffers told the Of¬ 
fice of Management and 
Budget — the White House 
office charged with evalu¬ 
ating regulatory changes 
— that it would slightly in¬ 
crease highway deaths, by 
17 annually. The "proposed 
standards are detrimental 


to safety, rather than ben¬ 
eficial," William Charmley, 
director of the assessments 
and standards division of 
the EPA'soffice oftranspor- 
tation and air quality, said 
in a June 18 interagency 
email, released Tuesday. 
While the Trump adminis¬ 
tration has said it wants to 
freeze mileage standards 
after 2020, agencies are 
still seeking public com¬ 
ment on that and other 
options, EPA spokesman 
John Konkussaid Tuesday. 
'These emails are but a 
fraction of the robust dia¬ 
logue thatoccuned during 
interagency deliberations 
for the proposed rule," he 
said. 

The Obama-era rules, 
which lay out years of in¬ 
creasingly toughened 
mileage standards, were 
one of the former admin¬ 
istration's biggest efforts 


against climate-changing 
tailpipe emissionsand were 
also meant to lessen Ameri¬ 
cans' overall dependence 
on the gaspump. 

The Trump administration's 
own public report on the 
mileage freeze proposal 
projected that it would 
cut tens of thousands of 
auto-industry jobs EPA act¬ 
ing administrator Andrew 
Wheeler had emphasized 
the safety projections as 
one of the strongest ar¬ 
guments for the mileage 
freeze. 

Essentially, the Trump ad¬ 
ministration argues in part 
that the mileage freeze 
would make vehicles 
cheaper, because auto¬ 
makers would not have 
to spend as much on fuel 
efficiency. As a result, the 
Department of Transporta¬ 
tion argued, safer, newer 
vehicles would get on the 
road more quickly. 

The J une EPA email saysthe 
administration's proposal 
miscalculates the amount 
of vehicle tumoverasa re¬ 
sult of any mileage freeze. 
A former EPA senior staffer, 
Jeff Alson, said Tuesday 
that the documents re¬ 
leased Tuesday showing 
the interagency discussions 
on the freeze made clear 
that "EPA career staff were 
totally ignored, despite 
DOT trying to deceive the 
public into thinking that EPA 
supports the analysis'O

"the ACLU, in its arguments, 
criticizes the efforts as a 
deportation "trap" that 
violates the constitutional 
rights of immigrants other¬ 
wise following the rules to 
become legal residents. 
"The government created 
this path for them to seek 
a green card," Matthew 
Segal, legal director for the 
ACLU of Massachusetts, 
said in an interview Tues¬ 
day. 

"The government can't 
create that path and then 
arrest folks for following 
that path." 

ICE spokesman John Mo¬ 
han responded that alle¬ 
gations of "inappropriate 
coordination" between 
the two agencies are "un¬ 
founded" and that coor¬ 
dination between the two 
Department of Homeland 
Security agencies is "law¬ 
ful and legitimate." He de¬ 
clined to elaborate, citing 
the pending litigation. 
USCIS spokesman Michael 
Bars declined to comment 
on the legal filing, but said 
his agency, in general, no¬ 
tifies law enforcement of in- 
dividualswith an outstand¬ 
ing warrant or removal or- 
derand leavesitto themto 
decide if an arrest is neces¬ 
sary. 

the ACLU lawsuit argues 
that Homeland Security 
regulations created under 
former President Barack 
Obama allow immigrants 
with U.S.-citizen spouses to 
stay in the country while 
they seek a green card — 
even if they're already sub¬ 
ject to deportation. 

"that regulation is still the 
law of the land," Segal said 
Tuesday. 

"So arresting these folks is 
not about law and order, 
these are people with a 
path to legalization and 
the government is trying to 
block that." 

the federal government, in 
seeking to dismiss the law¬ 
suit, argues in part that fed- 
era I District Court has no ju¬ 
risdiction in the matter, 
the ACLU'smore than 250- 
page legal brief includes 
emails between ICE offi¬ 
cials outlining how it coor- 
dinates arrests with USCIS in 
New England. 


Andrew Graham, a Boston- 
based ICE officer, said the 
agency generally receives 
from USCIS lists of immi¬ 
grants seeking legal resi¬ 
dency who have already 
been ordered for depor¬ 
tation, had re-entered the 
country illegally or were 
considered "an egregious 
criminal alien." 

Graham said ICE then 
works with USCIS to sched¬ 
ule interviews so that ICE 
agents can be present to 
make an arrest. He noted 
ICE prefers to spread out 
the interviews to ease the 
workload on its agents 
and to prevent generating 
"negative media interest" 
from the arrests. 

"At the end of the day we 
are in the removal business 
and it's our job to locate 
and a nest them," Graham 
wrote in part. 

The AC LU's legal brief is the 
latest in the class-action 
suit filed earlier fhis year on 
behalf of immigrants who 
have been or fear being 
separated from their U.S.- 
citizen spouses 
The case will be argued 
Aug. 20 in Boston federal 
court and names five cou¬ 
ples, including lead plain¬ 
tiffs Ulian Calderon and Luis 
Gordillo, of Rhode Island. 
Gordillo is a U.S. citizen, 
but Calderon is a native of 
Guatemala who came to 
the country with her fam¬ 
ily at the age of 3. She was 
ordered to leave in 2002 
after herfather was denied 
asylum. 

The 30-year-old mother of 
two was detained by ICE in 
J anuary after she and her 
husband attended an in¬ 
terview at the USCIS office 
in Johnston, Rhode Island, 
to confirm their marriage. 
Calderon was released 
in February after the 
ACLU challenged the 
detentionO

WASHINGTON (AP) — Keep 
your friends close and your 
enemies closer. And, per¬ 
haps, your potential lea kers 
closer yet. 

President Donald Trump's 
political operation has 
made a regularpractice of 
providing soft landing-pads 
for discarded staffers, of¬ 
fering nebulous jobs at big 
salaries to aides who have 
been pushed out of his 
West Wing. 

The revelation this week 
thatformerWhite House as¬ 
sistant Omarosa Manigault 
Newman was offered a 
high-paying job on Trump's 
re-election campaign in 
return for signing a non¬ 
disclosure agreement was 
the clearest demonstra¬ 
tion yet of how a slot in the 
Trump orbit is being used to 
ta ke c a re of loya lists — and 
protect against potential li¬ 
abilities. 

Manigault Newman, who 
contends in her new book 
that she was offered a 
hush-money contract with 
the Trump campaign pay¬ 
ing $15,000 a month, is 
hardly the first erstwhile 
staffer to find a lucrative 
off-ramp in the expanse of 
pro-Trump political orga¬ 
nizations. The former staff 
members have found a 
wide range of rehabilita¬ 
tion within Trump's orbit: his 
re-election campaign, the 
Republican National Com¬ 
mittee, and outside groups 
that support both him and 
Vice President Mike Pence. 
Keith Schiller, the presi¬ 
dent's former bodyguard 
who served for eight 
months as director of 
Oval Office operations, 
has been paid the same 
$15,000 a month by the 
Republican National Com¬ 
mittee as a security consul- 
tant for its national conven- 


paign. One-time Trump 
campaign manager Co¬ 
rey Lewandowski joined 
Pence's Great America 
PAC in May, and former 
press secretary Sean Spicer 
was announced in June to 
replace him as the "senior 
advisor and spokesman" 
for pro-Trump super PAC 
America First Action. 
Manigault Newman told 
MSNBC's "Hardball" on 
Monday: 'They told me I 
could work from home, I 
didn't have to come in if I 
didn't want to. ... I could 
choose between the RNC, 
America First or the Trump 
campaign." She says she 
said no. 

Now she has released a 
book filled with unsavory 
White House inside stories— 
Trump says the ones a bout 


his presidential campaign 
filed an arbitration action 
against herTuesday, alleg¬ 
ing she had breached a 
confidentiality agreement 
she had signed. 

The outside groups have 
also become magnets for 
Trump backers who were 
not brought into the admin¬ 
istration, like Katrina Pierson 
and Trump daughter-in-law 
Lara Trump. 

The all-in the-family ap¬ 
proach to taking care of 
stalwarts is nothing new. 
But the systematic ap¬ 
proach with which Trump 
White House vetera ns have 
been offered plush gigs is. 
According to aides, it re- 
flectsa reality that for so me 
the lucrative private sector 
jobsthatare typically avail¬ 
able to exiting White House 


staffers have struggled to 
find post-White House jobs 

— given the conflicted 
feelings on the Trump ad¬ 
ministration in Washington 

— making the campaign or 
a super PAC an attractive 
paycheck. 

And Trump, despite his real¬ 
ity-television catch-phrase, 
is loath to fire anyone from 
hisinnercircle, preferring to 
keep receiving their public 
and private adoration. 
'When Gen. Kelly came 
on board he told me she 
was a loser & nothing but 
problems," Trump tweeted 
about Manigault Newman 
on Monday. "I told him to 
try working it out, if possi¬ 
ble, because she only said 
GREAT things about me - 
until she got fired!" 

But the president's venom 


has grown as she releases 
recordings she had sur¬ 
reptitiously made of staff 
and him, undermining West 
Wing morale and infuriat¬ 
ing Trump, who used incen¬ 
diary language on Twitter 
Tuesday, writing 'When you 
give a crazed, crying low¬ 
life a break, and give her 
a job at the White House, I 
guess it just didn't work out. 
Good workbyGeneral Kel¬ 
ly for quickly firing thatdog" 
The vitriolTrump unleashed, 
even exceeding his scorn 
after it was revealed that 
adviser Steve Bannon was 
the source of unflatter¬ 
ing comments about the 
president's family in a book 
earlier this year, stands in 
stark contrast to the presi¬ 
dent's promise that he'd 
"surround myself only with 
the best and most serious 
people." 

Instead, he hired a staff be¬ 
set by infighting, a Cabinet 
besieged by ethical ques¬ 
tions and a team of aides 
working under the shadow 
of the special counsel's 
Trump-Russia probe. No 
administration has experi¬ 
enced such a high rate of 
senior-staff exits, and for 
the Trump White House it 
follows the struggles it had 
filling the building more 18 
months ago. Trump himself 
fostered a culture in which 
internal squabbles took pri¬ 
ority overthe shared agen¬ 
da — in large part, aides 
say, because he enjoyed 
the ensuing drama. 

Now he's trying to keep 
some of it under wraps. 

The payments to former of¬ 
ficials and aides, though 
likely legal according to ex¬ 
perts, raise questions a bout 
the blurring lines inside 
Trump's world and reflect a 
fond ness for secrecy under 
the threat of his litigation 
that was part of his profile 
as both real estate devel- 
operand reality TV star.Q 
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Nebraska executes 
inmate using powerful 
opioid fentanyl

LINCOLN, Neb. (AP) — Ne¬ 
braska carried out its first 
exec utio n in mo re tha n two 
decades on Tuesday with 
a drug combination never 
tried before, including the 
first use of the powerful opi¬ 
oid fentanyl in a lethal in¬ 
jection. 

Carey Dean Moore, 60, 
was pronounced dead 
at 10:47 a.m. Moore had 
been sentenced to death 
for killing two cab drivers in 
Omaha in 1979. He was the 
first inmate to be lethally in¬ 
jected in Nebraska, which 
last carried out an execu¬ 
tion in 1997, using the elec¬ 
tric chair. 

Witnesses said there ap¬ 
peared to be no compli¬ 
cations in the execution 
process, which also was 
the first time a state used 
four drugs in combination. 
Moore remained mostly still 
throughout the execution 
but breathed heavily and 
gradually turned red and 
then purple as the drugs 
were administered. 

Media witnesses including 
The Associated Press saw 
Moore take short, gasp¬ 
ing breaths that became 
deeperand more labored. 
His chest heaved several 
times before it went still. 
His eyelids briefly cracked 
open. 

At one point while on the 
gurney, Moore turned his 
head and mouthed several 
words to his family, includ¬ 
ing "I love you." 

No members of the victims' 
families witnessed the ex¬ 
ecution. 

The Department of Correc¬ 
tional Services said the first 
lethal injection drug was 
administered at 10:24 a.m. 
The prison warden lowered 
a curtain over the media's 
viewing window at 10:39 
a.m. and raised it again 
about 14 minutes later. 
Dawn-Renee Smith, the 
department's chief of staff, 
said the curtain was low¬ 
ered after the execution 
team notified Department 
Director Scott Frakes that 
the last drug had been in¬ 


jected. Smith said Frakes 
and Acting Warden Robert 
Madsen waited in the ex¬ 
ecution room for five min¬ 
utes to ensure the drugs 
had taken effect before 
summoning the county 
coroner from another part 
of the prison to confirm 
Moore 'sdeath. 

Moore wasdeclared dead 
at 10:47 a.m. The viewing 
curtain was lifted again 
about six minutes later to 
reveal Moore's body and 
remained open for40 sec¬ 
onds. 

In his final written state¬ 
ment, Moore admitted: "I 
am guilty." But he said there 
are others on Nebraska's 
death row who he believes 
are innocent and he said 
they should be released. 
"How might you feel if your 
loved one was innocent 
and on death row?" Moore 
asked. 

The execution drew only 
about a dozen death pen¬ 
alty supportersand protest¬ 
ers who stood in the rain 
outside the Nebraska State 
Penitentiary in Lincoln. More 
than 150 people gathered 
outside the Nebraska Capi¬ 
tol later in the day to pro¬ 
test the execution. 

The light turnout stood in 
contrast to the 1994 ex¬ 
ecution of Harold Lamont 
Otey, when more than 
1,000 people created a 
raucous, party-like atmo¬ 
sphere. Otey was execut¬ 
ed shortly after midnight 
in the electric chair, and 
some in the crowd sang 
the song "Na Na Hey Hey 
Kiss Him Goodbye" after it 
was announced. Following 
Otey's punishment, execu¬ 
tions were changed to a 
morning schedule.

little more than three years 
after Nebraska lawmakers 
abolished the death penal¬ 
ty, only to have it reinstated 
the following year through 
a citizen ballot drive par¬ 
tially financed by Republi¬ 
can Gov. Pete Ricketts. The 
governor, a wealthy former 
businessman, has said he 
was fulfilling the wishes of 
voters in the conservative 
state. 

The Nebraska drug proto¬ 
col called for an initial IV 
dose of diazepam, com¬ 
monly known as Valium, 
to render the inmate un¬ 
conscious, followed by the 
powerful synthetic opioid 
fentanyl, then cisatracuri- 
um besylate to induce pa¬ 
ralysis and stop the inmate 
from breathing and potas¬ 
sium chloride to stop the 
heart. 

Diazepam and cisatracu- 
rium also had never been 
used in executions before. 
According to prosecutors, 
Moore was21 when he fa¬ 
tally shot Reuel Van Ness 
during a robbery with his 
younger brother, and used 
the money to buy drugs 
and pornography. Moore 
fatally shot Maynard Hel- 
geland by himself five days 
later, saying he wanted 
to prove he could take a 
man's life by himself. Moore 
was arrested a week later. 
He wascharged and con¬ 


victed of first-degree mur¬ 
der, while his 14-year-old 
brother was convicted of 
second-degree murder. 

In his statement, Moore also 
apologized to his brother 
for dragging him into the 
robbery and murder. 

"I should (have) led him in 
the right way to go instead 
of bringing him down, way 
down,"Moore said. 

Moore had faced execu¬ 
tion dates set by the Ne¬ 
braska Supreme Court 
seven times since he was 
convicted, but each was 
delayed because of legal 
challenges and questions 
over whether previous le¬ 
thal injection drugs were 
purchased legally. For 
some relatives of Moore's 
victims, that was far too 
long — and they hope his 
na me a nd c rimes will fina lly 
vanish from headlines 
"We're sick of hearing 
about Carey Dean Moore," 
Steve HeIgeland, one of 
Maynard Helgeland'sthree 
children, said ahead ofthe 
execution. 

Helgeland said the numer¬ 
ous delays in executing 
Moore had left him ambiv¬ 
alent. 

'There was a point in my 
life when I probably would 
have pulled the switch my¬ 
self, but 39 years has a way 
of dissipating your anger," 
he saidO 
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Report Pennsylvania priests molested over1,000children

HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) — 

Hundreds of Roman Cath¬ 
olic priests in Pennsylvania 
molested more than 1,000 
children — and possibly 
many more — since the 
1950s, and senior church 
officials, including a man 
who is now the archbishop 
of Washington, D.C., sys¬ 
tematically covered up 
the abuse, according to a 
grand jury report released 
Tuesday. 

The real numbeCofabused 
children might be in the 
thousands since some se¬ 
cret church records were 
lost, and victims were 
afraid to come forward, 
the grand jury said. 

'Church officials routinely 
and purposefully described 
the abuse as horseplay 
and wrestling and inap¬ 
propriate conduct. It was 
none of those things. It was 
child sexual abuse, includ¬ 
ing rape,"Attorney General 
J osh Shapiro said ata news 
conference in Harrisburg. 
The report put the number 
of abusive clergy at more 
tha n 300. In nea rly a II of the 
cases, the statute of limita¬ 
tions has run out, meaning 
that criminal charges can¬ 
not be filed. Many of the 
priests are dead or retired, 
while others have been dis¬ 
missed from the priesthood 
orputon leave. 

'We are sick over all the 
crimes that will go unpun¬ 
ished and uncompensat¬ 
ed," the g ra nd jury sa id. 
Authorities evaluated each 
suspect and were able to 
charge just two, including a 
priest who hassince plead¬ 
ed guilty. Shapiro said the 


investigation is ongoing. 

The grand jury accused 
Cardinal Donald Wuerl, 
who leads the Washington 
archdiocese, of helping 
to protect abusive priests 
when he was Pittsburgh's 
bishop. Wuerl, who led the 
Pittsburgh diocese from 
1988 to 2006, disputed the 
allegations 

'While I understand this 
report may be critical of 
some of my actions, I be¬ 
lieve the report confirms 
that I acted with diligence, 
with concern for the vic¬ 
tims and to prevent future 
acts of abuse," he said in a 
statement. "I sincerely hope 
thata just assessment of my 
actions, past and present, 
and my continuing com¬ 
mitment to the protection 
of children will dispel any 


notions otherwise made by 
this report." 

The grand jury scrutinized 
abuse allegations in dio¬ 
ceses that minister to more 
than half the state's 3.2 
million Catholics. Its report 
echoed the findings of 
many eariierchurch investi- 
gationsanound the country 
in its description of wide¬ 
spread sexual abuse by 
clergy and church officials' 
concealment of it. 

Most of the victims were 
boys, butgirlswere abused, 
too, the report said. 

The abuse ranged from 
groping and masturbation 
to anal, oral and vaginal 
rape. One boy was forced 
to say confession to the 
priest who sexually abused 
him. A 9-year-old boy was 
forced to perform oral sex 


and then had his mouth 
washed out with holy wa¬ 
ter. Anotherboy wasmade 
to pose naked as if being 
crucified and then was 
photographed by a group 
of priests who Shapiro said 
produced and shared child 
pornography on church 
grounds. 

The grand jury concluded 
that a succession of Cath¬ 
olic bishops and other di¬ 
ocesan leaders tried to 
shield the church from bad 
publicity and financial li¬ 
ability.

IDS ANGELES (AP) — Los 

Angeles' subway will be¬ 
come the first mass transit 
system in the U.S. to install 
body scanners that screen 
passengers for weapons 
and explosives, officials 
said Tuesday. 

The deployment of the por¬ 
table scanners, which proj¬ 
ect waves to do full-body 
screenings of passengers 
walking through a sta¬ 
tion without slowing them 
down, will happen in the 
coming months, said Alex 
Wiggins, who runs the Los 
Angeles County Metropoli¬ 
tan Transportation Author¬ 
ity's law enforcement divi¬ 
sion. 

The machines scan for me¬ 
tallic and non-metallic ob¬ 
jects on a person's body, 
can detectsuspiciousitems 
from 30 feet (9 meters) 
away and have the capa¬ 
bility of scanning more than 
2,000 passengers per hour. 
'We're dealing with persis¬ 
tent threats to our trans¬ 
portation systems in our 
country," said Transporta¬ 
tion Security Administration 
Administrator David Peko- 
ske. "Ourjob isto ensure se¬ 
curity in the transportation 
systems so that a terrorist 
incident does not happen 
on ourwatch." 

On Tuesday, Pekoske 
and other officials dem¬ 
onstrated the new ma¬ 
chines, which are being 
purchased from Ihruvision, 
which is headquartered in 
the United Kingdom. 

'We're looking specifically 
for weapons that have the 
ability to cause a mass-ca¬ 
sualty event," Wiggins said. 
'We're looking for explosive 
vests, we're looking for as¬ 
sault rifles. We're not nec¬ 


essarily looking for smaller 
weapons that don't have 
the ability to inflict massca- 
sualties." 

In addition to the "ihruvision 
scanners, the agency is 
also planning to purchase 
other body scanners — 
which resemble white tele¬ 
vision cameras on tripods 
— that have the ability to 
move around and hone 
in on specific people and 
angles, Wig gins said. 

'We really want to be ef¬ 
fective and we need the 
ability to have a fixed field 
of view, but we also need 
to be able to move that 
field of view as necessary," 
Wiggins said. "Deploying 
these technologies togeth¬ 
er gives us that accuracy 
and minimizes any delays." 
Wiggins would not say how 
many of the machines 
were being purchased, but 
said they would be rolled 
out in subway stations in 
the "coming months" Em¬ 
ployees and police officers 
first have to be trained on 
how to use the equipment. 
Signs will be posted at sta¬ 
tions warning passengers 
they are subject to body 
scanner screening. "The 
screening process is volun¬ 
tary, Wiggins said, but cus 
tomenswho choose not to 
be screened won't be able 
to ride on the subway. 

But some passengers saw 
the screening asan added 
la yerof security. 
"Iguessitisa good, precau¬ 
tionary thing," Andrea Kirsh 
said, a 22-year-old student 
from Corvallis, Oregon, who 
was traveling through Los 
Angeles' Union Station on 
Tuesday. "It makes me feel 
safe. Asa civilian I think we 
often don't know what to 
look for or what we would 
be looking for." 


Passengerswho rode down 
an escalator to ride the 
Metro Red Une at Union 
Station in Los Angeles on 
Tuesday were screened as 
Pekoske and other officials 
looked on.

Malta on Tuesday agreed 
to let a private rescue ship 
dock on the island, with the 
141 mig ra nts it is c a trying to 
be distributed among five 
fellow European Union na¬ 
tions in whatwasdescribed 
as a "responsibility-sharing 
exercise." 

The migrants were plucked 
to safety by the aid boat 
Aquarius in two separate 
operations in the Mediter- 
ra nea n Sea off Libya on Fri¬ 
day. Ihe boatwasreported 
to be about 50 kilometers 
(35 miles) from Malta on 
Tuesday afternoon when 
the deal wasannounced. 
"Malta will be making a 
concession allowing the 
vessel to enter its ports, de¬ 
spite having no legal obli¬ 
gation to do so," the Mal¬ 
tese government said in a 
statement. 

It said that Malta will 
serve as a logistical base 
and that all the migrants 
aboard will be distributed 
among France, Germany, 
Luxembourg, Portugal and 
Spain. 

Previously this summer Mal¬ 


ta had allowed another 
private aid group's rescue 
vessel to dock, also on con¬ 
dition other nations take 
the migrants, although 
in that case Malta also 
agreed to take some. 

Malta also noted that on 
Monday it had rescued 
114 persons at sea, with 60 


of them destined to go to 
other EU nations as part of 
cooperation in the bloc. 
Aquarius had been waiting 
for safe harbor after ap¬ 
pealing to Italy and Malta. 
Italy's new populist govern¬ 
ment is refusing to allow 
any private rescue ships

its share by allowing some

Malta said the dilemma 
over the fate of the mi¬ 
grants saved by Aquarius 
was resolved following 
French-Maltese discussions, 
and the agreement took 
shape "with the support of 
the European Commission" 
to participate in a "respon¬ 
sibility-sharing exercise." 
Italy's ruling coalition, which 
includes an anti-migrant 
party, has been lobbying 
for just such cooperation 
since it took power in J une. 
French President Emmanu¬ 
el Macron tweeted, thank¬ 
ing Malta 'for its humani¬ 
tarian gesture" and saying 
France offers its full solidari¬ 
ty.

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Cats plunge as Italian highway bridge collapses; 20 killed

MILAN (AP) — A highway 
bridge collapsed Tuesday 
in the Italian city of Ge¬ 
noa during a violent storm, 
sending vehicles plung¬ 
ing 45 meters (nearly 150 
feet) into a heap of rubble. 
Authorities said at least 
20 people were killed, al¬ 
though some people were 
found alive in the debris. 

A huge section of the Mo¬ 
randi Bridge fell at midday 
over an industrial zone, 
sending tons of twisted 
steel and concrete onto 
warehouses below. Photos 
from the Italian news agen¬ 
cy ANSA showed a massive 
gap between two sections 
ofthe bridge. 

The head of Italy'scivil pro¬ 
tection agency, Angelo 
Borrelli, said up to 35 cars 
and at least three trucks 
were on the 80-meter (260- 
foot) section of the span 
thatcollapsed. 

Hundreds of firefighters 
and emergency officials 
were searching forsurvivors 
in the rubble with heavy 
equipment. At least four 
people were pulled alive 
from vehicles under the 
bridge, ANSA reported. 
Video ofthe collapse cap¬ 
tured a man screaming: 
"Oh, God! Oh, God!" Oth¬ 
er images showed a green 
truck that had stopped on 
the bridge just short of the 
edge and the tires of a 
tractor trailer in the rubble. 
There was confusion over 
the death toll, which 
changed several times dur¬ 
ing the day. 

Civil protection authorities 
said 20 were killed and 16 
were injured, at least 10 of 
them severely, based on 
multiple verifications from 
the prefecture's office. But 
Genoa MayorMarco Bucci 
told Sky TG 24 that the num- 
berofdead wasabove 25 
and that 11 injured were 


pulled from the rubble. Two 
other officials earlier put 
the toll at 22 dead with 13 
injured but said it was ex¬ 
pected to rise. 

Borrelli told a news con¬ 
ference in Rome that the 
dead appeared to all have 
been in vehiclesthatfell. 
One man who was stand¬ 
ing under the bridge in 
front of his truck when the 
span collapsed called it "a 
miracle" that he survived. 
The middle-aged man, 
who did not give his name, 
said the shockwave sent 
him flying over 10 meters 
(33feet) into a wall, injuring 
his right shoulderand hip. 

"I was in front of the truck 
and flew away, like every¬ 
thing else. Yes, I think it's a 
miracle. I don't know what 
to say. I'm out of words," 
he said, walking away from 
the site. 

The disaster occurred on 
a highway that connects 
Italy to France, and north¬ 
ern cities like Milan to the 
beaches of Liguria. The 
Morandi Bridge connects 
the A10 highway that goes 
toward the French Riviera 


and the A7 highway that 
continues north toward Mi¬ 
lan. Inaugurated in 1967, it 
is just over a kilometer (.6 
miles) long. 

"The collapse came on 
the eve ofthe Italian sum¬ 
mer holiday of Ferragosto, 
which marks the religious 
feast of the Assumption 
of Mary. It's the high point 
of the season, when most 
businesses are closed and 
Italia ns head to the beach¬ 
es or the mountains. That 
means traffic could have 
been heavierthan usual on 
the Genoa highway. 

The design of the bridge 
has been criticized in the 
past. Antonio Brencich, a 
professor specializing in 
reinforced concrete con¬ 
struction at the University 
of Genoa, called the span 
"a failure of engineering" in 
an interview in 2016. 

"That bridge is wrong. 
Sooner or later it will have 
to be replaced. I do not 
know when. But there will 
be a time when the cost of 
maintenance will be higher 
than a replacement," he 
told Italian media Primoca-

nale. 

Other engineers said corro¬ 
sion or weather conditions 
could have been part of 
the cause. 

"Asthisreinforced and pre¬ 
stressed concrete bridge 
ha s bee n the re fo r 50 yea rs, 
it is possible that corrosion 
of tendons or reinforce¬ 
ment may be a contribu¬ 
tory factor," said Ian Firth, 
former president of The 


Institution of Structural En¬ 
gineers, a London-based 
international network. He 
called the bridge "an un¬ 
usual design." 

Mehdi Kashani, an associ¬ 
ate professor in structural 
mechanic sat the University 
of Southampton in the U.K., 
said maintenance issues 
and pressure from "dynam¬ 
ic loads," such as traffic 
and wind, could have re¬ 
sulted in "fatigue damage 
in bridge components" 
Borrelli said highway engi¬ 
neers were checking other 
partsofthe bridge and that 
some areas were evacu¬ 
ated as a precaution. He 
said they were still trying to 
figure out the cause ofthe 
collapse. 

"You can see there are 
very big portions of the 
bridge (that collapsed). 
We need to remove all 
of the rubble to ascer¬ 
tain that all of the people 
have been reached," he 
said. More than 300 rescue 
workers and canine crews 
were on the scene. 
"Operations are ongoing 
to extract people impris¬ 
oned below parts of the 
bridge and twisted metal," 
he said.Q 
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UK police treat Parliament crash as terrorism, seek motive

LONDON (AP) — Police 
flooded central London 
streets and cordoned off 
the city's government dis¬ 
trict Tuesday, after a speed¬ 
ing car plowed into cyclists 
and crashed outside Par¬ 
liament in what authorities 
were treating as an act of 
terrorism. 

With the driver in custody, 
countertenor detectives 
were working to uncover 
the motive behind what 
they suspect is the fourth 
vehicle attack in Britain — 
and the second on Parlia¬ 
ment — in 18 months 
"Given that this appears 
to be a deliberate act, the 
method and this being an 
iconic site, we are treating 
itasa terrorist incident," As¬ 
sistant Commissioner Neil 
Basu, Britain's top coun¬ 
terterrorism officer, told re¬ 
porters A rooftop camera 
recorded the silver Ford 
Fiesta driving past Parlia¬ 
ment and suddenly veer¬ 
ing sharply to the left, strik¬ 
ing cyclists waiting at a set 
of lights before crossing the 
road and crashing into a 
barrier outside Parliament. 
Armed police surrounded 
the car within seconds, 
pulling a man from the ve¬ 
hicle. Police said the driver 
was alone and no weap¬ 
ons were found in the car. 
Three people were hurt, 
none critically. 

Police arrested the 29-year- 
old driver, a resident of 
England's Midlands region 
who was not previously 
known to counterterrorism 
police or the intelligence 
services. Basu said the sus¬ 
pect was not cooperating 
with police. 

Security Minister Ben Wal¬ 
lace said the man, whose 
name was not released, 
was a British citizen origi¬ 
nally from anothercountry. 
Police said the carwasdriv¬ 
en from Birmingham in cen¬ 
tral England to London late 
Monday and wasin central 
London for more than sev¬ 
en hours before the crash. 
Detectives were searching 
two properties in Birming¬ 
ham and one in another 
Mid lands city, Nottingham. 
Police said they did not be¬ 


lieve there was any ongo¬ 
ing threat from Tuesday's 
incident. After a meeting 
of the government's crisis 
committee, COBRA, of¬ 
ficials said Britain's official 
terrorism threat level would 
remain at "severe," mean¬ 
ing an attack is highly likely. 
It has briefly been raised 
to the highest level, "criti¬ 
cal," after some previous 
attacks. 

Prime Ministerlheresa May, 
who is on vacation in Swit¬ 
zerland, praised "the for¬ 
midable courage of our 
emergency services and 
urged the public "to re- 
ma in vig ila nt — b ut a Iso to 
come together and carry 
on asnormal." 

"The twisted aim of the ex¬ 
tremists is to use violence 
and terror to divide us," 
May said in a statement. 
"They will neversucceed." 
Police carsand ambulanc¬ 
es flooded London's gov¬ 
ernment district just after 
7:30 am, after witnesses 
reported seeing a silvercar 
traveling at high speed hit 
pedestrians and cyclists, 
then crash into a barrier 
designed to protect Parlia¬ 
ment from vehicle attack. 
One injured person was 
treated at the scene and 
two were taken to local 
hospitals, where they were 
treated and released. 

"The car drove at speed 
into the barriers outside the 
House of Lords. There was 
a loud bang from the col¬ 


lision and a bit of smoke," 
Ewelina Ochab told The As¬ 
sociated Press. "The driver 
did not get out. The guards 
started screaming to peo¬ 
ple to move away." 

Police shut the nearby 
Westminster subway sta¬ 
tion, and asked people to 
stay away from the area, 
which is filled with govern¬ 
ment offices and major 
tourist attractions, including 
Westminster Abbey. 
Donovan Parsons, a cam¬ 
eraman for ITV's "Good 
Morning Britain,"wasfilming 
outside Parliament when 
he heard a loud crash. 

"I saw the carcrashed into 
the barrier outside West¬ 
minster Pa lace, with smoke 
coming out of the vehicle. 
Police were around it, tell¬ 
ing people to get back. ... 
They dragged someone 
out of the car." 

"It didn't look like an acci¬ 
dent," said Jason Williams, 
who lives nearby. "How do 
you do that by accident?" 
The early morning scenes 
brought a sickly sense of 
deja vu to many London¬ 
ers, whose city has been 
a target of violent attacks 
over the decades — from 
Irish militants, Islamic jihad - 
ists a nd fa r-right extremists 
Last year alone, the city 
was hit by three deadly at¬ 
tacks. In March 2017, Kha- 
lid Masood plowed a car 
into crowds on Westminster 
Bridge, killing four people, 
then fatally stabbed a po¬ 


lice officer before being 
shot dead in a courtyard 
outside Parliament. 

Less than three months lat¬ 
er, a van rammed into pe- 
destrianson London Bridge 
before three men aban¬ 
doned the vehicle and 
attacked weekend revel¬ 
ers in the nearby Borough 
Market. Eight people were 
killed and 48 injured. 

In J une 2017, a far-right ex¬ 
tremist drove a van into a 
crowd of worshippers leav¬ 
ing a London mosque, kill¬ 
ing one man and injuring 
eight others. 

That attack followed the 
suicide bombing a month 
earlieratan Ariana Grande 
concert in Manchester that 
killed 22 people. 

British authorities say the 
threat is not diminishing. 
Since March 2017 they 
have foiled 13 Islamist-in¬ 
spired plots and four far- 
right plots, and currently 
have 676 live counterterror¬ 
ism investigations, officials 
said Tuesday. 

This time, there was relief 
that no one was killed and 
that there was a quick re¬ 
turn to normality. Most of 
the cordons were lifted by 
mid-afternoon, apart from 
a stretch of road right out¬ 
side Parliament, where fo¬ 
rensics officers in blue cov¬ 
eralls collected evidence 
from the crashed Ford Fi¬ 
esta. While May and other 
British politicians expressed 
sympathy for the victims

and thanks to first respond¬ 
ers, U.S. President Donald 
Trump tweeted that the 
crash was "anotherterrorist 
attack in London." 

Trump has a history of 
tweeting about violence, 
oralleged violence, in Lon¬ 
don. He angered many 
when he said a London 
hospital was like a warzone 
because of knife violence. 
Tuesday's crash raised 
questions about security 
at Parliament, which has 
grown progressively tight¬ 
er after previous attacks 
Concrete and steel barriers 
protect against vehicle at¬ 
tacks, armed police officers 
patrol the groundsand visi¬ 
tors undergo airport-style 
security screening. 

Since last year's vehicle at¬ 
tacks, concrete barriers or 
bollards have been erect¬ 
ed along bridges and be¬ 
side some major roads to 
prevent cars mounting the 
sidewalk to hit pedestrians, 
and there are calls for the 
street outside Parliament to 
be closed to traffic. 

London MayorSadiq Khan 
said authorities would leam 
lessons from the latest inci¬ 
dent. 

"Just as the terrorists, the 
bad guys, evolve and find 
new ways to kill, to injure, to 
maim, to divide our com¬ 
munities, the police, the 
security services, the emer¬ 
gency services evolve and 
find ways to keep us safe,"

1997 handover. PresidentXi

Some 
pro-Beijing protesters car¬ 


ried banners saying "Hong 
Kong independence is 
poisonous." Current and 
former Hong Kong leaders 
have criticized the FCC for 
hosting Chan, whose party 
is facing a possible ban on 
national security grounds. 
"Sadly, we are a nation 
that is quickly being an¬ 


nexed and destroyed by 
China," Chan told the FCC 
audience. "The cry for 
Hong Kong independence 
is therefore a cry against 
colonial invasion." 

The Chinese government 
criticized the FCC for host¬ 
ing Chan, comparing Hong 
Kong's pro-independence 


advocates with Nazis in 
Germany and terrorists in 
the United States It said 
governments have the 
right to restrict expressions 
of ideasthat, it said, threat¬ 
en social order. 

"No country will allow for¬ 
eign institutions to invite 
separatist forces on their 
own land to advocate 
splitting the country and 
inciting violent resistance," 
the statement said. During 
his talk, Chan said he con¬ 
demned violence in politi¬ 
cal action. The 75-year-old 
FCC has previously hosted 
politicians and newsmak¬ 
ers, including pro-Beijing 
speakers, atitsclubhouse in 
central Hong Kong. It says it 
believes its members and 
the public have the right 
"to hear the views of differ¬ 
ent sidesin any debate." 
The perception that Beijing 
is reneging on its prom¬ 
ise of semi-autonomy and 
eroding Hong Kong's free 
elections and freedom of 
speech is helping fuel a ris¬ 
ing generation of young 
activists calling for greater 
autonomy, if not outright 
independenceO

In Haiti, slight progress for LGBTrights is seen as victory

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) — Yaisah Val recently 
came out publicly as a 
transgender woman on 
YouTube, a potentially risky 
move in a country like Haiti 
where LGBT residents face 
pervasive hostility in most 
spheres of public life. 

Two proposed anti-LGBT 
laws are pending in Parlia¬ 
ment. The major churches 
are firm in theircondemna- 
tion of homosexuality. Gay 
Haitians are frequent tar¬ 
gets of attacks and harass¬ 
ment, and police are often 
unsympathetic to victimsof 
anti-gay violence. 

"We told my family before¬ 
hand," Val told The Associ¬ 
ated Press of her decision 
to come out. "And they 
said, ‘You're going to be 
stoned.'" 

Instead, Val says she's de¬ 
veloped a supportive fan 
base — many of them 
straight people and moth¬ 
ers who gratefully view her 
as a role model for their 
transgender daughters. 
Val says she's occasionally 
recognized on the streets 
by people who want to be 
photographed with her. 
And she recently attended 
a meeting in Washington, 
D.C., as part of a delega¬ 
tion trying to strengthen 
LGBTrights in Latin America 
and the Caribbean. 

Her situation is indicative of 
the struggle for LGBT rights 
in Caribbean nations like 
Haiti, where incremental 
progress toward accep¬ 
tance is seen as a major 
step in the face of deep- 
rooted cultural opposition 
to gays Val and other ac¬ 


tivists have been pushing 
for greater equality and 
access to education, and 
have been welcomed into 
some broader civil-society 
initiatives, including events 
supported by Haiti's first 
lady. 

They also realize it's an up¬ 
hill fight in a country with 
a strong anti-gay stigma 
— contributing to an HIV 
prevalence rate among 
gay men that's nine times 
higher than for the adult 
population asa whole. 

The SEROvie Foundation, 
a 20-year-old organization 
providing free HIV treat¬ 
ment and prevention ser¬ 
vices fo r LG BT Ha itia ns, sa ys 
many gay and bisexual 
men avoid seeking care 
because they fear mis¬ 
treatment or disclosure of 
personal details Executive 
director Reginald Dupont 
said several men had com¬ 


mitted suicide in the city of 
Jeremie after their HIV sta¬ 
tus was publicly revealed. 
As a precaution against 
harassment, there's no ex¬ 
terior sign identifying the 
foundation's main clinic 
in Port-au-Prince — a two- 
story building in a neighbor¬ 
hood housing several inter¬ 
national organizations 
The complex includes an 
emergency shelter in the 
rear courtyard where vic¬ 
tims of anti-gay violence 
and harassment can stay 
for up to two weeks. 

It was busy last year, staff¬ 
ers said, when debate in 
the Senate over anti-gay 
laws triggered a spate of 
attacks. 

According to the latest 
figures from UNAIDS — the 
United Nations agency 
that fights HIV and AIDS 
— about 2.1 percent of 
all Haitian adults are living 


with HIV, while prevalence 
rate among gay and bisex¬ 
ual men is 18.2 percent. 

The overall HIV prevalence 
rate, though still among 
the highest in the West¬ 
ern Hemisphere, is down 
sharply from a decade 
ago. UNAIDS says new HIV 
infections and AIDSrelat- 
ed deaths have both de¬ 
creased by about 25 per¬ 
cent since 2010. 

However, further progress 
will be difficult without ad¬ 
dressing the persistently 
high infection rate among 
gays and bisexuals, said 
Dr. J ean William Pape, who 
founded Haiti's largest HIV/ 
AIDs organization in 1982 
and also teaches at Weill 
Cornell Medical College in 
New York City. 

Anti-gay bias is prevalent 
even among health care 
providers, said Pape, who 
recounted how one of his 


senior staff members com¬ 
plained about the flam¬ 
boyant appearance of 
some gay men. 

"I told him, 'They can look 
the way they want. Our job 
is to provide care,'" Pape 
said. 

Among the 1,089 respon¬ 
dents in the nationwide 
survey, 90 percent rejected 
the idea of equal rights for 
LGBT people and 75 per¬ 
cent said Haiti should ban 
gaysand lesbians from en¬ 
tering the country. 

"The results were not en¬ 
couraging," Outarra said. 
Given that background, 
it's striking that Haiti's most 
prominent LGBT activist, 
while dismayed at the hos¬ 
tility, is hopeful about the 
future. 

"More and more young 
people, bringing their skills, 
are getting engaged in our 
fight," said Chariot J eudy, 
president of Kouraj, Haiti's 
leading LGBT-rights group. 
Jeudy founded the group 
in 2011, seeking to counter 
anti-gay sentiment that in¬ 
tensified after the previous 
year's devastating earth¬ 
quake. 

Prior to Kouraj's founding, 
Haiti's LGBT community 
remained largely under¬ 
ground because of social 
stigma, even though there 
are no laws criminalizing 
homosexual relations as 
there are in several English- 
speaking Caribbean na¬ 
tions. 

Two years ago, an LGBT 
cultural festival in Port-au- 
Prince was canceled after 
organizers received threats 
and a local official, calling 
it a violation of moral val¬ 
ues, sought to ban itO

honey locally. One of these 
persons is the very well- 
known on the island Mr. Luis 
Winterdaal, founder of Lui 
Bee Farm Aruba. 

Luis Winterdaal was bom 
and raised in Aruba on 
October 10th 1954 in the 
city of Savaneta. A person 


with great love for the na¬ 
ture and all animals Luis 
started working with bees 
when he was only 15 years 
old. At that time there were 
no special equipment to 
use when working with 
bees such as face masks 
and smokers. Luis used to 
make his own face protec¬ 
tion equipment from wired 
screens sewed to a t-shirt. 
He also cut out the legs of 
hisjeansto use them to pro¬ 
tect his arms and assmoker 
he used cookie cans. 

11 Years ago Luis met 3 
young people who love 
bees and saw the impor¬ 
tance that these bees 
have for the humanity. 
Giles, Jourdan and Suyen. 
With much passion and all 
the patience in the world 
Luis taught these 3 young¬ 
sters everything they need¬ 
ed to know about bees. 
From there started the idea 
of the farm. To save and 
protect these bees. Ihey 
all try to demonstrate and 
teach the people of Aruba 
the importance these bees 
have. Their vision is to save 
as much bees as possible 
from being killed. For more 


than 45 years Luis has been 
helping our people of Aru¬ 
ba to solve any type of bee 
problems at their homes 
Luis together with Giles, 
Jourdan and Suyen have 
been all over the island 
bringing their passion and 
knowledge in orderto save 
these bees 

Oiganic honey: 

At Lui Bee farm Aruba they 
have special bee boxes 
which are filled with bees 
that were rescued from dif¬ 
ferent housesand locations 
all around the island. Not 
alwayswhen rescuing bees 
you will find honey. Some¬ 
times you will find the wax 
with only baby bees and if 
you are lucky you will find 
wax filled with honey. 

The honey from the boxes 
at their location are not 
being emptied every time 
why? Because of the lack 
of rain on the island, most 
of the time it's very dry 
and this can be very stress¬ 
ful for the bees. Why the 
stress? Because they have 
to make new wax and also 
in such dry period they use 
honey to feed themselves 
to survive. 

Honey that they produce 
and sell at their farm does 
notcontain any chemicals 
Their honey goes directly 
from the wax to the bottles 
The whole process takes 
place at their own facility. 
They encounter all types 
of color of honey on the 
island from light to black 
honey. Since they depend 
very much on the water/ 
rain for these bees to sur¬ 
vive the production of see is 
not consistent. Lui Bee Farm 
wishesto someday be able 
to produce enough honey 
to distribute to the whole 
island. Honey isvery benefi¬ 
cial for your overall health 
and is very important for 
the human being. Honey 
products are daily used for 
as medicine and in many 
beauty products. 


Most of the time bees res¬ 
cued from houses are in 
swarm or have been there 
for years. Common places 
to find bees are: under the 
roof, on the roof, ceiling, in 
trees, in tires, on the walls, 
bind cages, under contain¬ 
ers even in septic tanks 
anywhere you can think of 
is possible. They have even 
been called several times 
at hotels to remove hives 
from a bedroom or from 
the rooftop. 

At Lui Bee Farm they know 
how important these bees 
are for our environment 
therefore when assisting at 
removing these hives they 
will stay there until they find 
the 'queen'. Who naturally 
is the most important for 
the production of the hon¬ 
ey. Whenever they find her 
their job is done. 


According to Luis bees in 
Aruba are not aggressive. If 
you leave them alone and 
don't disturb them they 
won't attack you. There¬ 
fore Lui Bee Farm kindly re¬ 
quests you to help the bees 
by putting water around 
the house. Especially dur¬ 
ing dry seasons. These bees 
need as much flowers and 
water as possible in order 
to survive. Please do not 
kill them!! To Lui Bee Farm a 
world without bees is like a 
dessert without food!!

Konta 6-1, 6-0 in San Jose, 
California, before with¬ 
drawing from last week's 
RogersCup in Montreal.

Djokovic regrouped af¬ 
ter blowing a 3-0 second- 
set lead to get past Steve 
Johnson, 6-4, 7-6 (4). Ihe 
reigning Wimbledon cham¬ 
pion failed to convert eight 
match points before he fi¬ 
nally putj ohnson away. 
Wild card Stan Wawrinka, 
working his way back from 
two left knee surgeries, ad¬ 
vanced with a 6-2, 4-6, 6-3 
win over 12th-seeded Di¬ 
ego Schwartzman. 

In Monday's final match, 
unseeded Alize Comet 
stunned llth-seeded Jele- 
na Ostapenko 1-6, 7-5, 6-0. 
Earlier Monday, Andy Mur¬ 
ray lost to LucasPouille 6-1, 
1-6, 6-4, clearing another 
obstacle for Roger Federer 
in thisU.S. Open tuneup. 
Top-seeded Rafael Nadal 
dropped out Sunday night 
to prepare for the U.S. 
Open after winning his fifth 
title of the year in Toronto. 
Murray had his best result 
since missing 11 months fol¬ 
lowing hip surgery when he 
reached the quarterfinals 
in Washington two weeks 
ago. But he had a hard

Two-time champion Fer¬ 
nando Alonso will leave 
Formula One atthe end of 
the season and potentially 
move to IndyCar in the 
United States 

McLaren Racing confirmed 
Tuesday the Spaniard will 
not return to FI next year 
for an 18th season, and 
Alonso said FI's leadership 
group tried to convince 
him to stay with the series. 

"I made this decision some 
months ago and it was a 
firm one," Alonso said in a 
statement. "Nevertheless, 

I would like to sincerely 
thank Chase Carey and 
Liberty Media forthe efforts 
made to change my mind 
and everyone who has 
contacted me during this 
time." 

There's been lengthy spec¬ 
ulation that McLaren will 
enter IndyCar with Alonso 
as one of its drivers. Alonso 
ran the Indianapolis 500 a 
year ago and was in posi¬ 
tion to win the race until his 
engine failed. 

He also ran the Rolex 24 at 
Daytona as a warm-up for 
the 24 Hours of Le Mans, in 
which Alonso was part of 
the winning team. Alonso 
has been pursuing the top 
motorsports events and 
has said he would like to 
return to Indianapolis and 
add a win in 'The Greatest 
Spectacle in Racing" to his 
resume. "Let's see what the 


future brings,"Alonso said in 
a statement, "new exciting 
challenges are around the 
comer. I'm having one of 
the happiest times ever in 
my life but I need to go on 
exploring new adventures." 
Alonso has 32 career FI 
wins, 22 poles and 97 po- 
diums. He won two world 
titles and was runner-up 
three times. 

He's in his fifth season driv¬ 
ing for McLaren and had 
hinted on social media he 


had an announcement 
coming Tuesday. He deliv¬ 
ered with a farewell video 
to FI and in it noted 'today 
I have some other bigger 
challenges than you can 
offer me" as the camera 
showed Alonso standing in 
front of his Indy 500 helmet.

COLUMBUS Ohio (AP) - 

The Urban Meyer investiga¬ 
tion is costing Ohio State 
$500,000, but whether the 
superstar football coach 
keeps his job still comes 
down to whether the uni¬ 
versity wants to stick with 
him based on how he's al¬ 
ready been tainted by the 
scandal. 

Meyer is on paid leave 
while Ohio State pays an 
outside firm to investigate 
and a six-member univer¬ 
sity committee considers 
whether he responded 
properly to accusations 
of domestic abuse made 
againstone of hiscoaches, 
Zach Smith, who has been 
fired. 

But Meyer has already giv¬ 
en his bosses plenty to con¬ 
sider— he says he knew of 
domestic violence allega¬ 
tions against Sch Smith 
before he brought Smith 
to coach wide receivers 
at Ohio State, and that he 
reported new accusations 
properly when they sur¬ 
faced in 2015. 

University officials expect 
to make a decision with¬ 
in about a week in what 
could come down to a 
public relations balancing 
act involving the school's 
reputation, $38 million in 
future salary under Meyer's 
contract and other jobs at 
stake. 

WHY FIRE MEYER? 

Meyer knew about a 
2009 domestic incident in 
Gainesville, Florida, when 
Smith was a graduate as¬ 
sistant coach for Meyer's 
Florida team. A police re¬ 
port says that during an ar¬ 
gument Zbch Smith picked 
up a pregnant Courtney 
and threw her against a 
wall. Zbch Smith was never 
charged. 

Knowing that, Meyer al¬ 
lowed Smith to stay on staff 
at Florida and then brought 
Smith in at Ohio State. Mey¬ 
er also knew about the 
2015 abuse allegations , 
but Smith — the grandson 
offormerOhio State coach 
and Meyer mentor Earle 
Bruce — kept his job until 
Courtney Smith filed for a 
restraining orderonj uly 20. 
M At the end of the day, 
(Meyer is) the highest-paid 
state employee in Ohio, 


and you have a lot more 
responsibility than coach¬ 
ing," said B. David Ridpath, 
an associate professor of 
sports administration at 
Ohio University in Athens. 
"And clearly there was 
enough smoke with Sch 
Smith that they should 
have gotten rid of him a 
long time ago." 

Ohio State didn't put Mey¬ 
er on leave until Courtney 
Smith talked to a reporter, 
saying she was abused for 
years by her ex-husband. 
Zach Smith has denied her 
abuse allegations and has 
never been prosecuted for 
abuse. 

Ihe Meyer investigation 
plays out at a time when 
the school itself — and col¬ 
lege athletics at large — is 
under scrutiny around the 
handling of misconduct al¬ 
legations. 

Ohio State has a growing 
list of more than 100 for¬ 
mer students and athletes 
who say they were groped 
and otherwise mistreated 
by Dr. Richard Strauss, a 
deceased athletic depart¬ 
ment doctor who worked 
at the university for nearly 
20 years. Ihere are ques¬ 
tions about whether Re¬ 
publican U.S. Rep. J im J or- 


dan knew a bout the abuse 
when he was an assistant 
wrestling coach at Ohio 
State during the same time. 
At least three federal 
lawsuits have been filed 
against Ohio State by men 
who say they were abused 
by Strauss. 

Don't expect fans and crit¬ 
ics to separate the scan¬ 
dals when a decision is 
made on Meyer. 

WHY KEEP MEYER? 

Meyer said he followed 
"proper protocol and pro¬ 
cedures" after finding out 
about the 2015 abuse alle¬ 
gations. 

"Please know that the truth 
is the ultimate power, and I 
am confident I tookappro- 
priate action," Meyer said 
in a tweeted statement. 
Meyer didn't detail those 
actions but the crafted 
statement was clearly a 
public defense of his job. 
Meyer signed a contract 
extension in the spring with 
new language thatrequires 
him to promptly report any 
"known violations" of Ohio 
State's sexual misconduct 
policy to the sc hoofs Title IX 
officials The policy includes 
sexual harassment, inti¬ 
mate violence and stalking 
'that involves any student, 


faculty or staff." The clause 
doesn't specify how Meyer 
should treat older accusa¬ 
tions 

Meyer may have limited 
responsibility for reporting 
because of the scope of 
behavior covered by the 
misconduct policy and Title 
IX, according to Micaela 
Deming, staff attorney with 
the Ohio Domestic Vio¬ 
lence Network. 

Both the policy and Title IX 
focuson incidents on-cam- 
pus or at university-re la ted 
events, she said. So in the 
case of Zbch Smith's 2015 
arrest, 'this off-campus, 
non-student-involved do¬ 
mestic violence incident 
seemsto be largely exclud¬ 
ed from both the sexual 
harassment policy and Title 
IX,"Deming said. 

If Meyer did everything he 
was supposed to do, Ohio 
State then faces the ques¬ 
tion of whether to fire him 
without cause, leaving the 
university on the hook for 
$38 million to pay off the 
balance of hiscontract. 
Dissolving the deal would 
certainly invite a challenge 
from Meyer, adding legal 
costs and leading to new 
rounds of public scrutiny. 
There'salso winning to con¬ 


sider. 

Meyer is 73-8 with a nation¬ 
al title in six sea so ns with the 
Buckeyes Winning gener¬ 
ates money and prestige, 
while his dismissal would 
certainly cause turmoil for 
the football program. 
Nobody at Ohio State 
wants a repeat of 2011, 
when the Buckeyes had a 
losing season after coach 
J im Tressel was fired for ly¬ 
ing to the NCAA about 
player violations. 

OTHER OPTIONS? 

Ohio State could suspend 
Meyer rather than fire him, 
if university leaders want to 
retain him while still deliver¬ 
ing some punishment for 
keeping a coach around 
forso long despite accusa¬ 
tions of domestic abuse. 
The investigation also has 
implications for other ath¬ 
letic officials. 

Athletic director Gene 
Smith and Meyer's wife 
Shelley Meyer, an instruc¬ 
tor in Ohio State's nursing 
school, also knew of the 
2015 incident, Zbch Smith 
and Courtney Smith has 
said. 

A key detail for investiga- 
tonswill be whetherthe Title 
IX office orathletic director 
responded properly — if 
they were indeed informed. 
Citing the investigation, the 
university would not make 
those officials available for 
commentwhen contacted 
by The Associated Press. 
WHAT A BO UTTHE SMITHS? 
Zach Smith lost his $340,000 
job, but still faces a court 
case where more details 
could emerge about his sit¬ 
uation with Courtney Smith, 
including their friendships 
with the Meyers. 

Sch Smith said he was 
never aggressive with his 
ex-wife and that any injuries 
she suffered were the result 
of him defending himself 
against her aggression. 

The Smiths are due in court 
next month fora hearing on 
the restraining order, which 
Courtney sought afterZa ch 
drove to her apartment 
to drop off their son after 
he had been told to stay 
away. He was charged 
with criminal trespass as a 
result.

Getting your first credit 
card is like moving into your 
first apartment: It'sexciting, 
empowering — and, once 
you get used to it, pretty 
underwhelming. 

Your first time out, "you're 
not going to have a credit 
card that is going to have 
a high limit," says Paul 
Golden, spokesman forthe 
National Endowment for Fi¬ 
nancial Education. "It'snot 
going to have great ben¬ 
efits or kic kbacks or reward 
programs probably tied to 
it. And that's OK." 

A starter credit card is just 
that — a start. Used respon¬ 
sibly, it's a way to build a 
positive c red it history, whic h 
will help you with things like 
getting a better deal on a 
mortgage or cheaper car 
insurance; and it will help 
you qualify for a card with 
bettertermsdown the road 
— for example, one with 
richer rewards. Here'swhat 
you should look for. 

EASE OF APPROVAL 
When you have a thin 
credit file and limited in¬ 
come, you're not likely to 
qualify for a card packed 
with benefits Instead, aim 


forsomething more basic 
If you already have a cred¬ 
it history that shows con¬ 
sistent on-time payments 
and responsible borrowing 
— say, from repaying stu¬ 
dent loans — it's possible 
to qualify fora regular"un- 
secured" credit card that 
doesn't require a deposit. 
To increase your odds of 


approval, apply through 
the bank you already use 
or with a preapproved of¬ 
fer received in the mail. If 
you're in college, look into 
a studentcreditcard. 

Don't have a credit history 
yet? Consider applying for 
a secured card, one that 
requires a cash deposit. Or 
ask a parent to add you 


as an authorized user on a 
card with history of on-time 
payments and a balance 
that'sfarbelow the limit. 

NO ANNUAL FEES 
Avoiding an annual fee 
on your first credit card is 
a budget-friendly move 
that a Hows you to keep the 
card open fora long time 
at no cost. That can bol- 


steryourc red it scores if you 
continue to make on-time 
paymentson the account. 
USEFUL REWARDS 
When Zina Kumok applied 
for her first credit card at 
22, she wanted a sign¬ 
up bonus — one that she 
could earn easily. 

"I wasn't making a lot, and 
I was trying not to spend 
a lot" at the time, says Ku¬ 
mok, now 29, a freelance 
writer in Indianapolis who 
covers persona I finance. 

"I didn't want to feel like 
I was being pressured to 
spend more to reach a bo¬ 
nus, which obviously never 
works out in your favor," 
she says. Kumok opted for 
a card with versatile cash¬ 
back rewards and a sign¬ 
up bonus with a modest 
spending requirement. 
Follow Kumok's lead: Look 
fora card that will reward 
you forthe spending you're 
already doing to avoid 
overspending to land a 
sign-up bonus. 

Keep in mind that cards 
with rewards tend to 
charge higher interest 
rates. But if you expect to 
pay your bill in full every 
month, that shouldn't be a 
deal-breaker.Q 


Indian rupee falls to all-time low a gainst dollar

NEW DELHI (AP) — The Indi¬ 
an rupee fell to an all-time 
low Tuesday against the 
U.S. dollaramid worriesthat 
Turkey's growing financial 
crisis could spread to other 
developing-wo rid econo¬ 
mies 

Indian Economic Affairs 
Secretary Subhash Chand- 
erGarg told reporters that 
there was "nothing at this 
stage to worry" about after 
the rupee reached 70.1 to 


the dollareaiiierin the day. 
He said the dip resulted 
from "external factors" 

Ihe rupee ended the day 
at 69.93 per dollar, down 
110 paise or 1.6 percent. It 
was the currency's biggest 
one-day drop in five years 
Ihe rupee has lost about 
8 percent of its value this 
year. 

Gang said the country had 
sufficient foreign exchange 
reserves to weather the 
downturn. 

Turkey's central bank has 


been unable to stop a 
sharp plunge in the lira, 
pushing the value of the 
dollar higher and driving 
down emerging-market 
currencies from South Af¬ 
rica to Mexico. Rajnish Ku¬ 
mar, chairman of the State 
Bank of India, said he be¬ 
lieved the rupee would sta¬ 
bilize at a round 69-70 to the 
dollar, the Press Trust of In¬ 
dia newsagency reported. 
Turkey's economy has 


been troubled for years, 
but the latest crisis was set 
off by worries over Presi¬ 
dent Recep Tayyip Erdo- 
gan's economic policies 
and a trade dispute with 
the United States Turkey's 
government has so far re¬ 
fused to raise interest rates 
to prop up the currency, 
fearing a political backlash 
if it causes the economy to 
slow.

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NASA administrator supports Trump 'space force' proposal

Bridenstine said in New Or¬ 
leans that NASA's respon¬ 
sibilities involve science, 
space exploration and 
technology development. 
Asfordefense and national 
security, he told reporters in 
New Orleans: "We want to 
be an agency that main¬ 
tains its independence 
from those capabilities." 
Bride nstine was touring the 
Michoud Assembly Center, 
where workers are putting 
together major parts of 
systems that are planned 
to return Americans to the 
moon and, eventually, 
take them to Mars. In a 
towering building, Boeing 
workers are building parts 
of the 322-foot (98-meter) 
rocket known asthe Space 
Launch System. Lockheed 
Martin workers are build¬ 
ing the spacecraft called 
Orion. 

Bridenstine, a former Re¬ 
publican congressman, 
was nominated by Trump 
to head NASA last year 
and confirmed by the Sen-

RENO, Nev. (AP) — A fed¬ 
eral judge has thrown out 
a defamation lawsuit a 
Western art collector filed 
against a prestigious auc¬ 
tion house and the own¬ 
er of a Reno gallery who 
claimed an early 20th 
century cowboy painting 
he sold for $750,000 was a 
fake. 

The judge in Reno dis¬ 
missed the lawsuit last 
week against Peter Strem- 
mel Galleries, the Coeur 
d'Alene Art Auction of Ne¬ 
vada and its partner Mark 
Overby of Hayden, Idaho. 
Gerald Peters, who owns 
galleries in New York City 
and Santa Fe, New Mexico, 
said in the lawsuit filed last 
year that the defendants 
told his longtime friend and 
business partner R.D. Hub¬ 
bard a 1937 oil painting 
wasn't an original work of 
FrankTenneyJ ohnson. 
Lawyersforthe defendants 
argued Peters wasn't ma¬ 
ligned because the state¬ 
ments about the authen¬ 
ticity of 'The Sun and the 
Rain" didn't refer directly to 
Peters. Rather, they were 
contained in private com¬ 
munications with associ-

On the surface, David Han¬ 
dler's mysteries a bout Holly¬ 
wood ghostwriterand nov¬ 


elist Stewart "Hoagy" Hoag, 
his lovely actress ex-wife, 
Merilee Nash, with whom 
he will forever be in love, 
and Lulu, their vocal bas¬ 
set hound, are a light read, 
with good plots and no 
overt violence. But Handler 
also uses this series to ex¬ 
plore heavier situations — 
celebrity worship, debilitat¬ 
ing disease and secrets so 
precious that some people 
have no limitson whatthey 
will do to protect them. 
Those are themes that the 
mysteries tackle in 2018 
and were just as pertinent 
in 1993, the year in which 
'The Man Who Couldn't 
M iss" is set. 

In the series' 10th outing, 
Hoagy has joined Merilee 
at her farm in Lyme, Con¬ 
necticut. Hoagy and Lulu 
are staying in the farm's 
guesthouse, where he's 
working on his next book, 


joining Merilee for meals 
and drinks. Merilee is di¬ 
recting and starring in the 
one-night performance 
of Noel Coward's "Private 
Lives" that will be a fund¬ 
raiser to save the historic 
Sherboume Playhouse. The 
audience will be filled with 
"stage and society lumi¬ 
naries" — Katharine Hep- 
bum, Jackie Onassis and 
her "tall, dark and hand¬ 
some son," Neil Simon and 
Meryl Streep, to name just 
a few. And the play will be 
star-studded with four well- 
known actors. 

Hoagy again turns ama¬ 
teur sleuth when one of 
the male leads is murdered 
during the play's intermis¬ 
sion. Hoagyalready isdeal- 
ing with a former friend of 
Merilee who is blackmailing 
her over an incident that 
happened more than 20

NEW YORK (AP) — It's best 
not to get into an argu¬ 
ment about past events 
with Marilu Henner. You will 
definitely lose.lhe actress is 
hard-wired with the ability 
to instantly recall facts that 
are decadesold. 

"What I have is known as 
Highly Superior Autobio¬ 
graphical Memory. It's like 
a fancy name," she says, 
laughing. "They don't call 
it hyperthymesia anymore 
because that sounded like 
a disease." 

Henner, who found fame 
with the sitcom "Taxi" and 
went on to star on Broad¬ 
way and television and 
write books, has basically 
superior recall. Her nick¬ 
names growing up were 
"Memory Kid," "Memory 
Girl" and the computer 
"UNIVAC." 

"To this day, my siblings 
will say, 'Marilu, do a week 
from our childhood.’ And 
I'll just pick a random week 
and go through all the days 
that we went through," she 
says 

Her skills include correctly 
identifying the day of the 
week for any given date. 
Ask herwhat day was, say, 
Aug. 9, 1975, and she'll in¬ 
stantly say "Saturday" and 
tell you about her24 hours 
So when the 66-year-old 
stopped by The Associat¬ 
ed Press, we talked about 
some key datesin herlife — 
both upcoming and in the

That's Monday — when 
Henner officially opens the 
musical "Gettin' The Band 
Back Together," her sev¬ 
enth Broadway show. She 
plays a former rock 'n' roll 
wild child who helps her 
son re-form his old band 
and compete in a Battle of 
the Bands. One of Henner"s 
songs is the hysterical Act

"I'm still doing movies and 
still writing books, I'm still 
doing television things, but 
this sort of dropped in my 
lap and there was no way 
I was going to pass it up," 
she says. 

The show is a musical rarity 
on Broadway— a show not 
based on existing music, a 
TV show ora film. "It'sorigi- 
nal music with an original 
story and it's so great," she 


says. "It's just great to once 
in a while see something 
that'soriginal."

A key moment in how she 
got the part. Henner was

producer Ken Davenport, 
who was spearheading the 
development of "Gettin' 
The Band BackTogether." 
He instantly knew he'd 
found the actress who 
could play hismotherchar- 
acter. Daveport sent her 
the sc ript, they ha d lunc h in 
LosAngelesand he offered 
herthe part. 

Davenport naturally con¬ 
firms Henneris memory of 
the event and says she's 
perfect in the role: "The 
amazing thing about Mari¬ 
lu is that she transcends 
all mediums. Anytime she 
walks in a room, people 
want to be around her," he 
says

It's been 40 years since 
"Taxi" first aired and that's 
the date when the ac¬ 
tors all met for the first ta¬ 
ble read — Henner, Tony 
Danza, Andy Kaufman, 
Jeff Conaway, Christopher 
Uoyd and Danny DeVito, 
who played the hated 
Louie De Palma. The role 
Henner played — Elaine 
Nardo,a motheroftwo chil¬ 
dren — was originally writ¬ 
ten fo r a 33-yea r-o Id Ita lia n 
New Yorkerwith a teenage 
daughter. Henner, a then- 
25-year-old of Polish and 
Greek background, won 
the role because "they felt 
like I could hold my own 
with the guys"

Orphan's tale spans globe butissympy

"Bindi" (Little, Brown), by 
Paul Matthew Maisano 
Any pa rent would be proud 
of Birendra, the 8-year- 
old boy who is the central 
character of "Bindi," the 
debut novel of Paul Mat¬ 
thew Maisano. 

Bom in India, Birendra is 
bright, sweet and thought¬ 
ful, despite fateful events 
that take his family from 
him. 

He is so kind and good in 
the face of adversity, how¬ 
ever, that his story, despite 
interesting twists, is often 


too saccharine. 

Birendra's story, set mainly 
in 1993, shifts among three 
locales — the coastal Indi¬ 
an town of Veriaka where 
he wasbom and becomes 
an orphan, west London 
where hisma tried aunt lives 
and well-to-do Hollywood 
where his adoptive mother 
resides. 

All are rendered by Mai¬ 
sano with convincing and 
informative cultural and 
descriptive touches 
The narrative also is built 
on troubling events, includ¬ 
ing the deaths of parents 
and the breakup of families 


and relationships. One of 
the main characters — Bi- 
rendra'sAunt Nayana, the 
twin sister of his mother — 
is drawn with depth and 
complexity. An academic 
achiever in west London, 
she movesfrom an adulter- 
ousaffairto the verge of an 
emotional breakdown. 

All of this helps give dra¬ 
matic substance to the sto¬ 
ry ofan orphaned boyona 
journey around the globe. 
But too many scenes move 
slowly with simplistic events 
and dialogue; they seem 
written for readers about 
Birendra'sage. 


These include scenes with 
Madeline, the rich, self-ab¬ 
sorbed single woman from 
Hollywood who adopts 
Birendra on a sudden im¬ 
pulse, and her brother, 
Edward, a much-needed 
adult male figure in the 
boy's new life in America. 

A novel about an or¬ 
phaned boy on an uncer¬ 
tain trip across continents 
has much to recommend 
it. 

But this boy is smart and 
kind at the start, in the mid¬ 
dle and at the end of the 
book. This is good for Biren¬ 
dra, but not the novel.Q

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Wattle fences: Weaving blanches lakes lime, yields rewards

CONTRADA PETRARO, Sic¬ 
ily (AP) — They come in 
the middle of the night 
and are gone by morning. 
But without fail, they leave 
theircaMing cards: Pronged 
footprints and gashes in the 
ground where they've dug 
with natural abandon. 

This nocturnal troublemak¬ 
er in mountainous northern 
Sicily is the "cinghiale," the 
wild pig, a bane to those 
who tend a garden. 

When I came to live with 
my wife a nd two boys on a 
small abandoned farm that 
we bought here in the Ma- 
donie Mountains, the locals 
quickly instilled a fearofthe 
cinghiale in me. According 
to many people, these ani¬ 
mals have made garden¬ 
ing nearly impossible. 

The wild pigs disappeared 
from Sicily around the end 
of the 19th century, but 
their numbers have explod¬ 
ed since they were reintro¬ 
duced more than 20 years 
ago and crossbred with 
domesticated pig species, 
authorities say. 

Plant a vineyard? Don't 
bother, locals told me. 
They'll eatall yourgrapes 
Put up a fence and they'll 
find a way in. These pigs 
can jump 3 feet off the 
ground, I learned. 

One neighbor told me he 
was removing his vine¬ 
yard due to the pigs and 
their bottomless appetites 
"They're terrible," he said 
with regret. 

But I had visions of turning 
sections of our three acres 
into garden spots overflow¬ 
ing with carrots, tomatoes,

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cucumbers, herbs, arti¬ 
chokes. 

I began to think harder 
about fences that would 
keep out the wild pigs. 

Our farm, like much of the 
countryside hereabouts, 
is patchily ringed by wire 
fences threaded with 
strands of barbed wire. 
These fences weren't de¬ 
signed to keep wild pigs 
out but to keep flocks of 
sheep in. Held up by with¬ 
ered sticks and even sec- 
tionsof plumbing pipe, they 
were old and falling over. 
They were useless, and a 
nuisance. One section cut 
acrossourland and had to 
be removed both for safe¬ 
ty and ease of passage. I 
d id n't wa nt my boys to get 
caught on the barbed wire 
while they were running 
and playing. 

With wire cutters in hand, I 


removed these obstacles. 
Many people string up 
electric fencesaround gar¬ 
dens. But there are prob¬ 
lems: Besides costing a fair 
amount, theycan malfunc¬ 
tion, and pose the obvious 
problem of causing nasty 
electric shocks 
Sturdy wire fences with ce¬ 
ment posts are common. 
But I found them unattract¬ 
ive, expensive and boring 
to look at with their unifor¬ 
mity in shape and purpose. 
Besides, I wastold that pigs 
will get underthem eventu¬ 
ally. As spring approached 
— and with it an urge to 
sow seeds and plant veg¬ 
etables — we still had no 
fence. And on several crisp 
winter mornings, I found 
the telltale signs of wild 
pigs: big holes dug around 
olive trees and along mud¬ 
dy trenches where rains 
drained off our hillsides 
The power of their snouts 
was impressive. The pigs 
root in search of tubers 
and other buried delights, 
and can make it look like 
a mechanized tiller guided 
by a phantom got loose 
ovemig ht. 

As it happened, one eve¬ 
ning as I read Leo Tolstoy's 
masterpiece "Anna Kar¬ 
enina," I paused halfway 
through one of his descrip¬ 
tions of Russian country life. 
He depicted a countryside 
strung with wattle fences. 
What exactly IS a wattle 
fence? 


I had a vague notion, but 
needed to look it up in a 
dictionary. It was a eureka 
moment: A wattle fence is 
made of sticks driven into 
the ground and interwoven 
with twig sand branches. 
Then I did the next obvious 
thing: an internet search. 
Sure enough, a few people 
out in the world were wat¬ 
tling, and happy to show 
how it is done on home¬ 
made videos. 

A wattle fence is simple. It's 
made by pounding posts 
into the ground — say 12 
inches deep — and then 
weaving twigsand branch¬ 
es in and out of the posts. 
At the very least, a twig 
needsto be woven around 
three posts so that it stays in 
place. 

The fence's robustness — 
and itdoesbecome surpris¬ 
ingly robust — comes from 
weaving twigs in opposite 
directionsaround the posts. 
So, if you start one twig on 
the inside of a post, it then 
gets woven around the 
outside of the next post, 
the inside of the next one, 
and so on. The next twig 
fed into the fence goesthe 
opposite direction: outside 
of post, inside, outside. 

It was quiet work. I cut and 
stripped branches pruned 
from olive and ash trees, 
and listened to the water 
in a river running far down 
along the valley bottom. 
The bells of sheep and 
cows in far-off pastures

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twinkled in the air; the wild 
shouts of herders were in¬ 
comprehensible riddles 
that kept me company. 
Sometimes, I paused in my 
slow, steady work to catch 
sight of a screeching bird 
rushing through the trees. 

I started my first fence in 
early March, and six weeks 
later I stood back and ad¬ 
mired my handiwork. Defi¬ 
nitely, it had been a lot of 
wo rk. But I wa s sa tisfied. 
Aesthetically, it was pleas¬ 
ing in its inexactness, ram¬ 
bling and irregular lines, its 
woodiness I was happy 
to have used twigs and 
branches that otherwise 
would have been burned, 
either in the wood stove or 
as bonfires. 

The wattle fence, I learned, 
was an ancient technique 
in use until the 1900s. Wattle 
panels a re still intact inside 
many British homes built 
centuries ago. Archae¬ 
ologists have found wattle 
fence re mains da ting to the 
ninth century A.D. in Britain. 
"It'ssuch a cheap and ver¬ 
satile material," said Chris¬ 
topher Dyer, a historian at 
the University of Leicester in 
Great Britain who special¬ 
izes in medieval agricultur¬ 
al life. "You can do lots of 
things with it —the problem 
of course is the labor." 

This year, I started a second 
wattle fence for an even 
largersection of garden. 

It's been slow going. But 
I'm convinced it's the way 
to go. 

Now, I've found that the 
diggingsof wild pigson our 
land reach my first wattle 
fence and stop. And the 
pigs haven't jumped over 
the 3-foot-high fence — 
not yet, at least. 

J ust the other day, the im¬ 
portance of fences was 
starkly impressed on us: A 
flock of sheep escaped 
their enclosure and ate 
almost everything I had 
planted — with an over¬ 
abundance of optimism — 
outside the wattle garden 
spot. Gone were tomato 
plants, arugula, peppers 
and parsley, as well as the 
leaves of baby citrus trees 
and grape vines. 

Ah, fences. Unfortunately, 
this is a land where they're 
neededO
